A Very Doubtful Story.

June 11, 1862. 

Senator Trumbull, from the Judiciary © 
mittee, reported a substitute for hie bill. It 
was referred to that Committee. It provides 
that whenever any person shall, on the high 
seas, Wilfully and corruptly destroy any 
sels belonging to citizens ofthe United States, 
such person shall de lable 49 4 penalty, and 
punished by a fine not exceeding $10,000, and 
imprisonment from five to twenty years. 
Any vessel ewner, in port or while at sea, 
who destroys, or causes to be destroyed, his 
vessel, with the Intention of defrauding the 
underwriters or others, such owners shall be 
liable to similar punishment. 

Mr. Powell's bill to provide for means and 
modes of taking evidence in support of claims, 
makes it the duty of the commissioners in 
chancery in the United Statee ceurts to take 
such evidence and report to the Quartermas- 
ter General. in cases where citizens have 
furnished the army with supplics, voluatarily 
or involuntarily, where the army has taken 
citizen's property withent his consent or 
injured bis inclosure, or by damages done 
real eétate by the army occupying the 
premises, with or without the consent of 
the owners, the claims for tufmpike tolls 
of troops or wagons of the United States, 
the commissioner is authorized to take evi- 
denee on both sides, cross-examine the wit- 
nesses and examine the property in question 
personally. His fees shall be paid by the 
claimant. The Quartermaster General shall 
report the facts with his opinion to Congress. 
All cases within this district are to be adjadi- 
eated upon by the court of claims. 

The Mileage Committee reported on back 
pay and emoluments. 

The bill passed the Senate with amendments, 
striking out the section eutiing down the 
mileage to twenty cents by the nearest rail- 
road route. F. A. Conkling moved against the 


seeing the result, toamend by providing for 
the payment only of actual traveling expenses, 
the samc te be determjaoed by the member's 
affidavit. This was carried triumphant!s bya 
yea and nay vote. Then somebody moved the 
concurrence in the amwwendment of the Com- 
mittee. The House ignorantly voted yea 
without division. Itis too late to effect the 
vote to strike out the section. a direct 
yote been taken on the section ended 
it would have been rejected. 

The Houee bill framed by Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, 
prescribing im the oath of office, an cath as to 
past and preseat loyalty was reported te the 
Senate by Mr. Trumbull, from the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, without amendment. 

The Scnate has confirmed Brigadier General 
Lockwood, who was twice rejected. Also 
Colonels Elliott, ef Iowa, Fowler, of the en- 
gineer corps, Howe, of the artillery, Dr. 
Wood, sseistant surgeon general with the 
rank of captain, and ali medical inspectors 
yet nominated ; Dr. Coyler by twe majority, 
the others without a decision. — 

The bill reorganizing the circuita of the 
U. 8. courts passed the House as reported 
by Mr. Wilson of lowa, and modified by 
him on the suggestion of four members, mak- 
ing the circuits as follows: ge and 
Tennessee: Ohio and Michigan; Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and Kansas; Arkansas, Texas aod Louisiana, 
and others to remain as now. The bill goes 
back to the Senate. 

The House passed the bill discharging sol- 
diersJsentenced by courts martial, from the 
penitentiary of this District, and instructed 
the Jadiciary Committee to report a bill pro- 
hibiting further confinement there, except 
for infamous offenses under the civil law. 
The Judiciary Committee will to-morrow take; 
up the inquiryas to Ben Wood's loyalty, sub- 
mitted te them by a vote of the Heuse. 
Senator Wilson has introduced a bill fn 
the Senate amendatory of the act abolishing 
slavery in the District. Ong section covers 
the defect pointed out by the President in his 
meseage accompanying his signature to the 
bill, by allewing claimants who are minors or 
wives to appear before commiesioners and offi- 
cers of the army or navy, to give their evi- 
dence in writing, properly attested. Another 
clase extends the benefits of the act to 
slaves whose masters reside here, but who 
were hurried out into Maryland amd Virginia 
when the act went into effect.

WHAT GEN. MITCHELL HAS DONE. 

The astronomer General, by his untiring 
energy, shrewdness, and almost unheard of 
rapidity of his marehes, has obtained a repn- 
tation for boldness and daring unequalled by 


in the service. 


He is fond of sensation, dash and surprises. 
His blows have fallen on unexpected places 
at uvecuarded moments, confounding and be- 
wildering the cnemy and making his own 
troops jubilant. 

After the conquest of Bowling Green and 
Nashville, and the retreat of the rebels to 
Corinth, it became the duty of this division 
to seize and destroy the Memphis and Charies- 
ton railroad, the great military road of the 
cpemy, and connecting link for supplies and 
reinforcements between the grand army on 
the Potomac and thai at Corinth. It was 
decided that the blow should be struck, and 
the “grand artery cut, at Huateville, Alaba- 
ma. The task was accomplished with a ce- 
lerity which completely took the encmy by 
surprise, and resulted not only iu the posscess- 
ion of the read, but the capture of an im- 
mens¢t amount of property in wachine shops, 
epgines and rolling stock, with many prison- 
ers. in less than three days the army was in 
possession of Stevenson, on the east of Hunts- 
ville, and Decatur and Tuscumbia on the 
south, extending the front of operations on 
the railway more than 120 miles. It will be 
apparent to the merest tyro in military science 
that the holding of this great road is an object 
of vital importance to the government. 

For some time past, the rebels have evi- 
dently been tempted by what they deemed the 
ight of protection of Nashyiile and vicinity 
by our troops, and besides have had their eyes 
on the desizableness of wiping out General 
Mitchell. Word was receirrd by him at Hunts- 
ville on Junc 4th, that the enemy were gath- 
ering in force at Chattanooga, ninety-scven 
miles distant, witha design to attack him, 
first cuttiog his communication with Nash- 
ville. The General, who has kept in his eye 
the motion of comets, is not to be caught nap- 
ping by those terrestrial vagaries, rebdel armies, 
and the intelligence received last night is con- 
vincing on the point that Gen. Mitchell has 
come down upon the rebels with his largest ” 
telescope. 

CHATTANOOGA AND VICINITY. 

Chattanooga, a flourishing post villaze of 
Hamilton county, Tennessee, is located on 
the Tennessee river, 250 miles by water below 
Knoxville, and 140 miles southeast from 
Nasbville. Itis the terminus of the Nasb- 
ville and Chattanooga railroad, and of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, which renders 
ita most important centre of the Southern 
railroad system, being on the great direct line 
between Richmond and the southwestcra 
States, 

The Tennessee River is navigable by steam 
during about eight months in the year, and by 
small boats at all times. These circumstances 
render Chattanooga one of the most impor- 
| tand and flourishing towns of the State. Since 
the completion of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, in 1850, the population has increased 
at the rate of about 100 per month. 
The surplus productions of East Tennessee, 
and of part of Middle Tennesse, are mostly 
shipped from thie point. The surrounding re- 
gion is liberally supplied with water powerand 
timber, and the hilis contain an abundance of 
stone, coal and iron ore, Chattanooga has 
one steam sawmill,two sash and blind factories 
three cabinet factories la which steam power 
is used, four newspaper offices and one bank. 
The manufacture of iron is extensively carried 
on here.

The Negro Question Again.

Carano, Jane 11, 1862. 

The steamer Shinghesa arrived late last 
night, with Memphis dates to the #h inst. 
The following is our regular Memphis dis- 
patch: 

Memrais, Tenn., Jane 9—10 a. m. 

Matters at this polset remain in mach the 
same condition as reported yesterday. The 
citizens continue quiet, and although they do 
not as a city welcome the national representa- 
tives, they do not comport themselver io a 
cold or disrespectful manner. There is none 
of the hauteur and ineolence which character- 
ized our entrance into Nashville. The men 
are courteous, except in rare instances, where 
whisky has weurped all the functions of man- 
hood. The women are curious and inquisi- 
tive, but thus far periectly respectful in de- 
meanor and language. 

On the part of the Federals there have been 
rare instances of bad behavior, confined prin- 
cipally to the mortar boat men and common 
soldiers. These have been promptly pun- 
ished by Col. Fitch. A Northern man con- 
nected with the fleet in a subordinate capacity 
was on Saturday fonnd in a state of intoxica- 
tion, walking In a public street, with a colored 
woman hanging on each arm. Of course the 
populace followed him. The man was arrest- 
ed and most severely castigated by the proper 
officers. As 4 gencral thing, our men haye 
done themselves credit for forbearance and 
good behavior when on shore. 

No soldier is allowed to land unless when on 
duty as provost guard. The absence of all 
liquors and the strict law made and enforced 
by the authorities against this traffic have had 
much to do In attaining the desirable end. 

A paragraph in the Avalanche of the 9th is 
to this effect: The following general order in 
regard to the treatment of negroes was pro.

A RECONNOISSANCE. 

Early in the morning a dense cloud of 
smoke could be seen from the fleet, rising 
above the woods on the Arkansas shore, oppo- 
site Memphis, but whether caused by the 
burning of cotton, or steamboats, or whether 
it was the rebel fleet lying ready to pounce 
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movements on shore, even at this early hour, 
it was supposed that the rebel commanders 
were there, waiting an opportunity to show 
the thousands gathering upon the levee and 
esplanade, and the tops of houses, how easily 
we would be put to the bottom. 

The Benton and Louisville having weighed 
anchor, slowly dropped down towards the 
city, which caused a visible sensation on 
shore. Men and horses galloped to and fro, 
and the increasing multitude made it evident 
that there wae to be an engagement. Sudden- 
ly the Little Rebel poked her nose out from 
her place of concealment, steamed across the 
river and took a position nearer the city, fol- 
lowed by the Beauregard, which passed be- 
yond the Little Rebel. Onc by one the others 
came out, and formed in two lines. Commo- 
dore Davis, not wishing to pitch in till after 

‘slowly steamed back to his position 
at the “ Paddy's Hen and Chickens. "’ 

The citizens of Memphis had been informed 
through the columns of the Avalanche still

The steaming back of the 
two gunboats upon the appearance of the 
rebel fleet might have indicated that Commo- 
dore Davis declined a fight, If the rebel com- 
manders thought so, or if the crowd on shore 
bad such an opinion, they soon had an oppor- 
tunity to think differently.

shutting out the combatants from sight. 
It was a sublime spectacle. The air was 


thick and heavy, a black pall streaked into 
uray, over the combatants, shutting out the 
morning sunshine. The gathered thousands 
on the shore beheld It, too much amazed at 
tbe scene, too much absorbed, and too much 
interested In the result to make any demon- 
stration. In breathless anxiety they watched 
the sudden flashes and the narrowing space 
between the two hostile fleets. 
The Federal gunboats slowly turned In the 


stream, and while tarning there waea lull in 
the cannonade on our side, but none from the 
enemy. There was a continuous screaming 


of shot, and explosion of shell, one of which 
burst above the Benton, throwing fragments 
upon her deck but doing no injury. 
THE QUEEN OF THE WEST SAILS IN. 
When the Little Rebel opened the ball the 


crew of the Queen of the West leaped to their 
stations with the same alacrity and enthusi- 
asm that had characterized the well-tried tars 


of the gunboats, 

Col. Ellet—brave, daring, having cem- 
plete confidence in the ability of the Queen 
to crush any rebel gunboat iato kindling- 
wood, called all handa to quarters. The 
sharpshooters seized their Austrian rifics, 
and with an eagerness surpassing that of the 
boat's crew of a New Bedford whaler when 
they hear the ery “ There she blows!" sprang 


Immediately, black, piteby smoke rolled 
from the smoke stacks of the Queen. The 
ffremen had caught the enthusiasm. There 
wes a surging of steam in the boilers as if 
they also were being nerved up, and they 
were. Flesh, blood, benes, iron, steel—ani- 
mate and inanimate, put on energy for the oc- 
casion. 

The Queen, when she had prepared herself, 
cut loose from the shore, swinging gracefully 
into the stream, crossed to the other side, as 
it moving in a cotillion or quadrille, swept 
past the Benton, dose to the Carondelet, al- 
most leaping from the water in her eagerness, 
carrying a white, divery trail which sparkl:d 
in the early morning, sunbeams falling aslant 
across the waves. Faster, faster whirled her 
wheels! She moved straight on. She had a 
purpore—a singls thing jn view, and that 
must be accomplished. — 

The officers a: d men of the fieet looked on 
in astonishment and admiration. It was a 
bravery and darisg which elicited the admira- 
tion.of the thowands on shore. Up to the 
moment of her appearance the rebel fleet had 
been slowly advancing. The Federal fleet 
in rounding to lad made but little headway. 
The glorious advance of the Queen, moving 
so determinedly, brought the rebel fleet to a 
stand-still. The guns which had been aimed 
atthe gun were brought to bear upon her. 
The Beauregard fired with her pivot gun 
when the Queen was within close pistol shot, 
but strange to say, missed. The shot passed 
over and fell near jhe Benton. Arriving with- 
in rifle shot, the sharp shooters began their 
work, fring with great rapidity from their 
loop-holes between deeks. Some of the rebel 
gunners ran Into the casemates, while others 
voldly kept their position. 

THE QUEEN AND GENERAL PRICE. 

The intention of the Queen was to fall upon 
the General Beaurgard, but the pilot of the 
Beauregard with nach adroitness put his helm 
hard down. The vessel obeyed, and the stroke 
was avolded. The Queen passed between the 
Beauregard and Little Rebel. Both vessels 
‘poured in round slot to explode the boilers of 
the Queen. Givingno heed to these little at- 
tentions, and finding she had missed the Beau- 
regard, the Queen came round in a graceful 
curve, hecling over in her eagerness to get on 
as ifshe was aboutto lie down on her side, 
and cool her smoke stacks in the stream. 
She pageed round the Little Rebel, turned her 
head up stream, aad gave General Price « 
tremendous purch ie his ribe, which knocked 
all his upper works away. The Beauregard 
discovering thg intertion of the Queen started 
to intercept the stroke. The movement was 
not soon enough for that, General Price was 
alveady used up, but before the Queen could 
withdraw, she received the stroke ofthe Beau- 
regard, which partially disabled her, and which 
also further manufactured kindling wood on 
board the Price, which ran up the white flag. 


It was a helpless wreck. 


THE SINKING OF THE GEN. LOVELL. 


While all this was going on, our gunboats 
were getting up speed—head down the river. 
The Benton, being on the left of our line of 
gunboats, became the antagonist of the Gen. 
Lovell, on the right of.the second line of rebel 
boats. Capt. Phelps, one of the most efficient 
artillerists in the service, ran his eye along the 
sights of one of the Afty-pound rifled guns at 


the Benton's bow, walted until the Lovell 
swung into the position which would give him 


a raking shot, and pulled the lanyard. The 
shot struck just below the water-line and 
ripped up the planks. The water poured in 
with a rush, and in three minutes the vessel 
was lying in seventy-five feet of water. 

THE MONARCH. 

Following the Queen was the Monarch, com- 
manded by Col. Ellett’s brother—one of the 
largest, fleetest, and most powerful of the 
Pittsburg steamers, The Queen was full half 
amile ahead of the Monarch. Capt. Eilett 
catching a glimpse of what was going on 
through the smoke, tame dowa with tremen- 
dous effect upon the Beauregard, striking that 
vessel in her bow, in the strongest part of 
her hull, but with effect, knocking in the tim- 
ber aud completely disabling her. The sharp- 
shooters joined in the fire, and the engineer, 

his hose, gave them a continuous 
volley of hot. water from his force pumps, 
which drove the rebels all under cover and 
forced them to hoist the white flag. 

The Monarch, seeing that the Queen and 
Price both needed help to save themselves 
from going to the bottom, took them ashore 
near Hopedale, which lies opposite the city, 
and then finding that the Beauregard needed 
like assistance, hastened back again, but too 
late to save her from sinking. 

A TERRIBLE SCENE, 

A ship going down in an instant with all on 
board, isa terrible scenco—one calculated to 
appall the stoutest heart. The current of the 
river at Momphis sets close te the Tennessee 
side and ruebes by like a strong man in a race, 
The plumet gives from seventy-five to one 
bondred feet of water. The Lovell being in 
the middle of the current took {n the 
whirling waters through her torn 
Down, down, down—abe settled like a lump 
of lead, Her crew became terror stricken. 
They ruebed bither and thither, bereft of rea- 
son. One poor fellow with his left arm torn 
by a canpoa shot, with uaspeakable horror in 
his countenance was seen beckoning now to 
those on shore and to those on the gunboats, 
and now looking up te heaven te the Great 
Wather of us all, for help! Unavailing the 
ery. A moment later and the boat with a 
furch gave way beneath his feet, and drew him 
down in the eddying whiripool. 

A weil of agovy went up from the water and 


straws and pieces of the boat, and such mov- 
able things as floated by them. 

“ Help! help! help was the cry which rose 
wpon the air, smd reached the ears of thou- 
sands, amid the iatervals of the still roaring 


sli the ground lost in the war. Aside from

miliation—terrible to behold by those who 
have ridden rough shod over all who did not 
choose to accept secession. 


GALLANTRY AND HUMANITY OF OUR FLEET. - 


No sooner was the ery for help heard than 
by ® patural impulse, there was a rush made 
by the men of the Benton to render assist- 
ance. The yawl was launched ina moment, 
and so eager was the crew tosave the drowning 


that it was swamped in the rush, and two of 


the noble hearted men were barely saved from 
watery graves, Other boats put off from the 
fleet and several were saved when nearly ex- 


| hausted. Some by their own efforts reached 


the shore apd crawled up the bank, more dead 
than alive, and were kindly cared for by the 
crews of the Monarch and Queen vi the West. 
Brave, noble hearted men are the sailors of 
the western ficet! Theirs all power to crush, 
theirs all effort to save—to crush an enemy, to 


humanity ! 


bow of the boat was run high and dry upon 
the bank, in the eagerness of the crew to os- 
cape. They left their flag still flying at the 
stern—a large beautiful eilk flag, which was 
captured by Capt. Maynadierof the mortar 
fleet. 


The rebels went intothe woods south of 
Hopedale upon the double quick. By this 
time the Cairo had passed reuni the point. 
She opencd her broadside upon them, treating 
them to a score of parting farewells. 

A EXHIBITION OF CHIVALRY. 

Here I have to record that which will put 
every honorable man tc shame, and fill every 
loyal heart with indi¢uation. Just before the 
Beauregard sunk Capt. Pike of the ordnance 
department came along side in his tug and 
rescued an officer who had been wounded by 
a splinter and who was lying helpless apou 
the deck. He was taken on board the Ben- 
ton and kiadly cared for. He staets that when 
his commander fled, one of them, a brother 
officer, stooped down and picked his pockets 
of a valuable gold watch. This ig the culmi- 
mation of meanness and villiany. The fleeing 
pirate undoubtedly thought that the next 
moment he would be sinking beneath the 
whirling waters and {t was a good opportunity 
toget a gold watch. But the act isin keeping 
with the course pursued by the Confederacy, 
by Floyd and Jeff Davis. Their government 
is bullt on plunder, and theft, robbery, piracy 
and murder, and all the crimes in the calen- 
dar. What wonder then tuat we have this ex- 
hibition of chivalry ? 

FLIGHT CF THE REBEL FLEET. 


One half of the flect had been disposed of, 
and the remaining vees.ls now attempted to 
flee, The Federal fleet was sweeping on the 
while, its cannon thundering, and riddiiag 
the enemy’s boats. While these appalling 
scenes were going on—while wen were leaving 
in scores—whilea portion of the fleet were se- 
curing the enemy’s, there was no cessation in 
the efforte to crush out completely all armed 
resistance. 

A short distance below the Little Rebel the 
Jeff. Thompson was run ashore and abandoned, 
She was repeatedly struck by shot, with what 
damage will never be known, Again the 
broadsides of the boats were turned upon the 
panic-stricken crew, fleeing towards the Ar- 
kansas swamp. | 

Further along, the Sumter was ran ashore, 
and still further down, opposite President's 
Island, the General Bragg. Both suffered se- 
verely in the fight. The General Bragg had 
the timbers forward of her wheel house, and 
the huli, much splintered by a ten-inch shot. 
A shell exploded among the cotton packing of 
her sides. The cotton was set on fire, but by 
the timely exertions of Licut. Bishop and a 
boat's crew from the Benton, it was extin- 
guished. Both vessels were subsequently 
towed back to the city by the rams aiid trans- 
ports. 

The Van Dorn alone escaped. She is 
a swift steamer. Had the Conestoga or 
or Lexington been at hand, she too 
would have been captured. Shot and shell 
were discharged at ber till she was beyond 
reach, when the fleet, rounding to, returned 
to the city. 

BURNING OF THE JEFY. THOMPSON. 

There was no time to pick up the prizes as 
the fleet passed down. Commodore Davis 
was intent upon destroying or capturing all. 
As soon as the fleet rounded to, the Cairo and 
Louisville were sent up in advance to pro- 
tect the captured boats and save them from 
destruction. But they wére top late to save 
the Jeff. Thompson. Flamed had already 
broken out. Whether she was'set on fire by 
the rebels; whether from her own farnaces, 
after desertion, or whether by our shot, is not 
known. The flames made rapid progress. A 
boat from the Cairo went up) to save some- 
thing, if poseible, but they ¢ould not ap- 
proach the Thompson. A wide berth was 
given to the burning vesse!. The flames burst 
through the upper works, and curled around 
the chimneys. The cotton bulwarks barnt 
slowly, sending out immense volumes of white 
smoke. 

The boilers, heated to redness, hissed and 
emoked like a million serpents, and burst, at 
last, enveloping ship, flames and all in 4 mo- 
mentary mist. But though sharp and shrill 
the voice of escaping steam, though sublime 
the sight, there was a second sight grander 
than all others—the explosion of her maga- 
zine! It came. A mighty pillar of fire 
sprang from the burning hulk—lifted itself 
four hundred feet—spread out into an um- 
breila like form of rolling, sulphuric clouds, 
folding in and in, rolling over and over in 
thick, heavy, creamy masses, filled with tim- 
bers, plank, bars of iron, fragments, of charred 
timbers and coals of fire, cannon, shot and 
shell—all commingled—all raining down upon 
forest, field and river, as if an avalanche or 
meteors of vast proportions had fallen from 
heaven through a cloudicss sky to earth. 
Then came a shock which shook all the win- 
dows of Memphis and took away the breath 
of men not far distant from the place. Fol- 
lowing the explosion were lesser ones, in the 
air above and all around—-a grand fusilade of 
bureting shells, which went off like flre-works 
~—of serpents, mines and swarms of bees, fill- 
ing the air with fragments of fron. The Ben- 
ton was abreast of the Thompson, the Cairo 
above and the St, Louis below, but all at a 
respectful distance, and no damage was done 
by the explosion. Peay 

THE RAMS. 

fome months ago, it was ascertained that 
the rebels relied mainly upon their boats or 
ramé, rather than on being able to cope with 
otrs in a gun fight. Col. Ellet, known as 
being an able civil engineer, and as having 
constructed the first suspension bridge across 
the Niagara, over which unprotected by any 
railing he drove his horse and buggy, con- 
ceived the idea of constructing several of the 
Pitteburg steamboats into rams. The project 
was laid before the War Department and a 
bargain concluded which induced the patriotic 
citizens of Pittsburg to engage in tho enter- 

The steamers thus transformed were 
the Queen of the West, Monarch, 8 wi'zerland, 
Lancaster No. 8, Mingo, Lioness and several 
others, the names of which haye escaped me. 


. Their bows wore greatly strengthened by bolt- 


ing on solid timbers, and strappiag the tim- 
bers with iron rails. The boilers and engines 
~—the entire space between decks was built 
up with timber three feet in thickness. The 
upper works were also protected by timbers 
all around, with loop boles for the sharpshoot- 
ers. The pilot houses were plated with boiler 
tron. 


POWER AND WEAKNESS. 

Looking at this brillant engagement, which 
for bravery and daring will rank with the fight 
at Forts Philip and Jackson, wo seo a fair ex- 
hibition of the relative power of the Union to 
that of the Confederacy, For many months 
we have heard great stories as to the Invioci- 
bie fleet which was to swetp Commodore 
Foote’s boats from the river and lay St. Louls 
under contribution, but in the hour of trial 
the rebel fleet was cleaned out tp an boar, just 
as = New England farmer cleans his barn 
stalls on winter's morning. The fiect under 
Commodore Davis had not time to get tato 
action. That gallant officer did his best to 
get at close quarters, but the rebels were float 
footed. It would indeed have been s grand

SCENES ON THE SHORE. 

While the fight was in progress, the levee, 
esplanade and roofs of the houses were crowd- 
ed with spectators—men, women and children 
—among whom were a great many of the col- 
ored population. There was no hostile dem- 
onetration from the shore. Any hostilities 
from that quarter and the broadside of the 
ficet would have been heard from. Thore 
stood the thousands and saw their pets go 
down. There stood the Union men—those 
who had suffered at the hands of tyranny— 
who had been persecuted, robbed and threat- 
ened with death—watching the course of 
events. Occasionally a shot from the ficet 
strayed townward, producing a general stam- 
pede for the moment. Fortunately no specta- 
tor was injured, although there were several 
narrow cscapes. 

When the traneports arrived there were 
those on shore who seized the rope and made 
the veescls fast. Immediately there was 
fraternization. Newsboys drove a thriving 
business. At first they were puzzed about 
the shin plasters, but by a happy thought took 
them at reduced value, intending to realize 
on thean at the North selling them as souve- 
uirs. 


TRADE. 

Trade follows the flag. The steamer Platte 
Valley, one of the St. Louis and Memphis 
line of steamers ,one of the last eteamers which 
was permitted to leave Memphis for the 
North last year, followed the ficet to the city 
to let them know that the old line of steam- 
ers was ready to open trade. Capt. Wilcox 
of the Platte Valley informed his old friends 
that he would be regdy in a day or two to 
take freight and passengers North. He could 
have had a full cargo had the provost mar- 
shal been ready to grant permits. In a few 
days trade will be in fall blast, and the suffer- 
Inge avd privations of thousands of people re- 
lclieved—provided they have anything which 
can be recognized and received as currency. 
There is a dark future for thousands. You 
can fill your pockets with shia-plasters and 
not have the value of a dollar. The stuff 
which they have called money is of no more 
value than the clam-shel currency which the 
Indians used when New York was ‘a little 
Dutch village. This will be the great draw- 
back to trade. 

HONORS DUE. 

In closing this hastily written account, I 
cannot speak In too high praise of Commo- 
dure Davis and the officers of his command, 
He is a worthy successor to Commodore 
Foote—prudent, but brave and daring. To 
him, to the officers and men, the country owe 
a debt of gratitude. They have done their 


part towards crushing out rebellion and “ re- | 


possessing” what had been lost. To-day they 
have achieved a glorious victory. Memphis 
is ours, and the Mississippi is re-opened to 
navigation. 


RECAPITULATION, 

The fight was over. It lasted an hour and 
three minutes from the discharge of the first 
cun by the Little Rebel to the last, that at the 
Van Dorn. The battle had continued over six 
miles of the river. The Federal ficet had not 
for a moment ceased to advance upon the foe. 
The work was done—the rebel fleet was anni- 
hilated —the Mississippi virtually was open, 
and Memphis ours! There was time now te 
examine the spoils. Letusrecapitulate. The 
accompanying map gives the positions of the 
twe fleets at the commencement of the fight 
—and also at the close—the smaii letters indi- 
cating the relative situations of the rebel 
boats. The Price was ashore, knocked to 
pieces, and sunk in shoal water. The Beaure- 
gard was less injured, but sunk—her upper 
works ip sight. The Lovell was utterly lost 
—lying atthe bottom of the river. The Jeff. 


Thompson Was no more in existence. The 


Little Rebel, Sumter, General Bragg, were 
prizes. The Van Dorn was still inflight. On 
the Federal side not a splinter had been riven 
from a gunboat, not a man injured. The 


Queen of the West alone had suffered from 
the shot of the rebels and from the butting of 


the Beauregard. Col. Elict, alone was wound- 


ed, though not severely. 


The rebel loss can never be known. It is 


supposed that about one hundred were 


drowned. A mumber are known to have been 
killed and wounded on the Beauregard. At 
this time of writing it is not possible to attain 


the number of prisoners taken, but the num- 


ber is not far from one hundred and fifty. 
The wounded were taken to the Arkansas 
shore into a house at Hopedale, In tabular 
form the account stands thus:
